Nath’s speech at the National Con- 
gress, says that he observed that intelligence had been 
received from many places, such as Aligarh, Cawnpore and 
Agra, that the people were afraid of the Magistrates. In 
another part of his speech he said that he had received pecuniary 
assistance from many well-wishers of Government who were 
ostensibly opponents of the National Congress, but that he 
could not give out their names, Further on, he declared that 
many persons who were seemingly opposed to the National 
Congress sympathized with it at heart. Looking at. the 
tenour of his speech it would seem that the Pandit refers to 
the Muhammadan opponents of the Congress, With a view 
to deprive their opposition of all its weight it is ascribed to 
fear of Magistrates, and they are represented to be friends of 


the Congress at heart and to have contributed subscriptions | 


towards its expenses, When 1,500 delegates from all parts 
of the country, including of course Aligarh, Cawnpore and 
Agra, attended the National Congress, of whom many belonged 
to the Bania caste and other such communities which are well- 
known for their timidity, it is difficult to understand that 
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Musalmiéns, who are considerably more courageous and who 
own less’property aiid engage less in trade, should have refrain- 
ed from attending the Congress through fear of Magistrates, 
and should have rendered secret aid to the Congress. On the 
other hand, it is a matter of surprise that the Congress leaders 
should pride themselves in the possession of the sympathy of 
such timid, dishonest and double-faced men. If there be any 
such men, the Congressists should kick them out of their 
company, because they can never expect.any help from them. 
The Gazette has never accused the Congressists of being rebels, 
though it has always strongly condemned their proceedings. 
But the men; who have secretly rendered pecuniary aid to 
the Congress, cannot but be considered to be rebels. If they 
are Musalmans, they ate undoubtedly still aminated by the 
feeling of disloyalty as they were in 1857.

India about the payment of fees by native princes to Govern- 


ment. medical officials for attending on them, says that, obvi- 
ously, the orders are advantageous to native chiefs, inasmuch ag 
they are intended to prevent them from paying exorbitant 
remuneration to doctors. But they are open to two very 
serious objections. In the first place, the intervention of Gov- 
ernment in such a matter is tantamount to an interference 
with the private . affairs of native princes, and in course of 
time Government may interfere even in the appointment and 
dismissal by them of their servants, the purchase of house fur- 
niture by them, and so forth. Secondly, doctors will-not take 


the same amount of interest in the treatment of native princes 
‘as at present. Hence the Vritta Dhdrdé is of opinion that 


Government should not interfere in such a matter and should 
allow native chiefs to pay any fees they lke.

‘The Hindustan (Kalékankar), of the 19th J anuary, ties 
the people to task for their aversion to 
wWasen " Seovmen or -waceination, and observes that it appears 
ating . from communications received from 
Allahabad that at present ten or twelve children die of small- 
‘pox there every day. If mortality from that cause is so great 
in tthe capital of these provinces, it must be still greater in 
eather places, ‘I -would seem that Government officers do not 
now take sufficient interest in vaccination, No return of 
mortality from small-pox‘is published in the official gazette. 
‘The vaccination season ‘is nearly over, but-no vaccinator has yet 
visited Kélékearikar, nor was-the place visited by -vaccinators 
during the last season. The-administration reports for the last 
itwo years show that 461,198 children-were yacdinated for the 
fixsttime in the-secondl and the-third circles during 1886, while 
only 24,008 children were vaccinated for the second time 
diusing 1881 (sic) A child mpst'be vaccinated thrice or at 
least; twice in order that it may not be ‘liable to-an attack of 
smallpox, but it chould be observed that out-of four anda 
Half ilalths.of children only 24,000 -were-vevaceinated, as stated 
howe. ‘The fagt is ‘that -vaccinators do not perform their 
Onties spropesly and that:the authorities do not keep an eye 
“Mp sham. As. ‘@hildren are generally -yaccinated.-only once,

‘quently the people are not convinced of the efficacy of vaccina- 
‘ion asa preventive of small-pox. Government should issue 
striet orders about revaccination. Vaccinators should be told 


that if they fail to revaccinate 80 per cent. of vaccinated ehild- 
ren, their pay will be reduced. In that case mortality from 


small-pox will be considerably diminished and the people will 


‘soon begin to believe in vaecination.
